1 A. SUNDAY NYTIMES HAD SWEDISH GROUP ON ARMS RACE. MONDAY

2. FRENCH A- TESTS. MONDAY WASHPOST, AUCKLAND UNSIGNED,

DEFENSE, WAS ABSENT WHEN HEARING OPENED. TUESDAY NYTIMES 
THE HAGUE UPI REPORTS AUSTRALIAN ATTORNEY GENERAL MURPHY 
ASKED INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE AT OPENING ORAL 
HEARINGS TO ISSUE INTERIM INJUNCTION PENDING FINAL JUDGE-
